E’'RE a couple of ordinary 
Catholics, not too much @iffer- 


ent from the other 458 million | feeling for the Pope is something|in awe of our Holy Father, 


Catholics in the world. One of us 
is a convert: the other was born 
into the Faith. We have only the 
average amount of this world’s 
goods, and struggle to meet the 
monthly payment on the mortgage. 

We didn’t get to Rome during 
the Jubilee Year, the Marian Year 
or any other year. It is unlikely 
that we ever shall get to Rome, 
unless money and time are granted 
to us in greater abundance than 
heretofore. In spite of the fact 
that we have never been within a 
couple of thousand miles of the 
Holy City, nor even any closer 
than that to His Holiness, Pope 
Pius XII, we have a deep feeling 
that we know him well — better 
certainly than any other Pope who 
has lived during our lifetime. 


Our feeling towards him is the) 


same which the Italians have when 
they call him “Papa”—which is 
to say, Father. He is our spiritual 
ruler, but we don’t think of him 
as a king, or a law-maker. We ad-

We know that he 
eats all meals alone — with the 
charming exception of two canar- 
ies who are let out of the cage 
during his solitary dining.

With increasing maturity, our 
thoughts should turn more fre- 
quently to the Cause of all joy, 
the Child of Bethlehem Whose 
birthday is Christmas.

The Church And Social Justice 


U.S. Bishops Showed The Way 


REV. RICHARD M. McKEON, S.J.

a recent government inquiry the assistant re- 
search director of the House committee was on 
the stand. Certain statements, without indentifica- 
tion of source, were read to him for his opinion. His 
reply was: “They are closely comparable to Com- 
munistic literature that I have read. They parallel 
very closely Communistic ideals.” The statements 
were from the encyclical letter of Pius XI “On Re- 
constructing the Social Order.” 

Back in 1919 the American Hierarchy issued a 
program designed to improve the social and econom- 
ic life of the nation. Among their proposals were the 
following: minimum wage legislation; unemploy- 
ment, sickness and old age insurance; child labor 
legislation; legal enforcement of the right of labor 
to organize; public housing for low-income workers; 
regulation of public utility rates; progressive taxes 
on inheritance, income and excess profit; national 
employment service; control of monopolies; in- 
creased wages; and participation of labor in manage- 
ment and ownership. 

Needless to say, these proposals were denounced 
as radical and un-American by the wealthy leaders 
of industry. They angrily proclaimed that such irino- 
vations would destroy our way of life and lead to 
Socialism and worse. And so many responsible heads 
of corporations and officials in government ignored 
the proposals and went on their merry but ill-ad- 
vised way of bringing the nation to the disaster of 
1929 and the consequent years of cruel depression. 

The people clamored for drastic action. What 
happened? One by one the proposals of the Bishops 
were recognized to have merit and gradually, despite 
the efforts of old-style capitalism, they became the 
law of the land and the common practice of indus- 
trial life. 

Thus in 1933 minimum wage legislation was 
first attained in the National Recovery Act and in 
1938 in the Fair Labor Standards Act. The Bishops 
advocated insurance against unemployment, sickness 
and old age, and fulfillment, though inadequate, was 
found in the Social Security Act of 1935. Today there 
is far more adequate coverage. The proposal of a 16 
year age limit for working children came to pass in 
the NRA and the Fair Labor Standards Act. 

In 1919 the Bishops wisely advocated the con- 
tinuation of the National War Labor Board to pro- 
tect the right to organize and to deal with labor-em- 
ployer problems. We find that similar boards came 
into existance in the NRA, in 1934 in the Railway 
Labor Act, in 1935 in the National Labor Relations 
Act, in 1941 in the National War Labor Board, and 
in 1943 in the War Labor Disputes Act. Today in the 
Labor-Management Relations Acts of 1947 (Taft- 
Hartley Act) there is the National Labor Relations 
Board with wide jurisdiction. 


Even in 1954 the distress of our housing situa- 
tion is all too apparent. Yet in 1919 the Bishops 
backed public housing for people in the low-income 
groups. In 1933 federal aid was afforded through 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, in 1934 
through the Federal Housing Administration, and in 
1937 through the United States Housing Authority. 
If the advice of the Bishops had been better heeded 
in recent years, our young people would be starting 
family life with greater faith and security. 


Because general prosperity depends upon wider | —— 
purchasing power, the Bishops in 1919 proposed the | 
retention of wartime wages. This was done. It has 
also been done in the late postwar period although | 
the rising cost of living offset real purchasing 


power to a high degree. 
Their program recommended the prevention of 
excessive profits and incomes through regulation of 


utility rates, allowing a fair return on actual invest- 


ment. Legislation controlling the rates of public 
utilities is now in force. Likewise the hotly disputed 


proposal of progressive taxation of inheritance, in- | 
come, and excess profits has been developed by | 


state and federal government. 

Since the Papal encyclicals warn the world 
about the dangers of concentration of economic 
power, the Bishops asked for effective control of 
monopoly. The nation now has anti-trust laws and 
the Federal Trade Commission, but the fact of gi- 
gantic monopolies still confronts us. 

Real wages have increased for the majority of 
earners and there is a far distribution of the nation- 
al wealth. In the field of labor participating with 
management there has been some progress but this 


will not come to pass till both parties recognize the | 
unity of their efforts. Christian principles will pave 


the way to a true understanding. 
What is the logical conclusion to be drawn from 
this brief argument? If in the past few years the 


United States is most prosperous and our people | 


have enjoyed the highest standard of living in the 
world, it certainly follows that our economy by rea- 


son of these new factors is more secure than in for- | 


mer years. And it likewise follows that the group of 
so-called radicals who proposed such factors in 1919 
had far more economic wisdom in seeking to im- 
prove our industrial system than the old-style cap- 
italists who opposed these measures. 


Therefore we are very proud to salute the Bish- | 


ops who in 1919 presented a sound program of social 
action which has proved its benefit to all the citi- 
zens. The moral is evident. If against seemingly in- 
surmountable difficulties their economic and social 
proposals have won acceptance, there is sound hope 
that the Church will continue to prove a true friend 
to all concerned in the wonderful American 
economy. <

Christ. So that the servant girl in 


the United States who is sending 
her savings for the building of a 
chapel in Basutoland, is giving 
more than she realizes both to the 
Christian cause and to the welfare 
6f humanity as a whole. 


Among The Best 


It will not be Father Considine’s 
fault if Americans generally, and 
American Catholics in particular, 
do not know all that they should 
know about Africa. Of the innu- 
merable recent books on the sub- 
ect, his must rank among the very 
est. 

He has travelled the continent 
exhaustively and more than once 
over a period of many years. He 
has observed minutely, and his ob- 
servation has been not merely of 
mission performance and problems, 
but has extended to the cultural, 
social, political, ecom.mic, and 
even aesthetic spheres, in all of 
which he shows himself know- 
ledgeable and critical. 

He has an eye, too, for the cru- 
cial and revealing detail, and an 
ear for the human interest story. 
What he gathered he can express 
fluently, giving us not a dusty pa- 
rade of soporific statistics but a 
series of vibrant pictures which in- 
timately acquaint us with Africa 
and make us feel our kinship with 
its peoples. 

Looking at Africa with him, one 
notes that there are tremendous 
differences between one region 
and another. But everywhere one 
finds, in some measure, a move- 
ment toward self-assertion and 
self-rule, acquisition and use of the 
arts and sciences of the Western 
world, advance toward a part in 
global business. 

Leprosy still plagues Africa. The 
tsetse fly is still a major menace. 
The rain forest still stands, and 
the desert is still unconquered. 
Lions and _ elephants still roam. 
Wives are still bought. 

But the number of schools, on 
all levels, steadily increases, and 
the passion for education spreads. 
Cities swell, and scientific agricul- 
ture is pushed. Social workers are 
busy. New political forms are 
adopted, and effective political or- 
ganization is growing. 

A new mission era is at hand, 
too. The missionary studies the 
folkways of the peoples, makes use 
of anthropological findings, seeks 
not to superimpose European or 
American ideas and customs on the 
African but to help him raise him- 


self to the level. of responsible 
manhood and to complete what is 
incomplete in him. 


These endeavors are succeeding. 
Of course, there are obstacles in 
the way. Immemorially rooted 
evils, like polygamy, have to be re- 
sisted and displanted. The drive 
of Moslemism, with its easier code, 
has to be contended with. The 
poison of secularism, channeled 
into the continent by European ad- 
ministrators and vigorously pro- 
moted by French Masonry, has to 
be fought. Ignorance has to be 
dissipated, and lethargy scattered. 

The obstacles are not stopping 
Christian progress. The number of 
schools, cited in the first para- 
graph above, witnesses to that. So 
does the flourishing of Negro sis- 


. terhoods, as well as the develop- 


ment of a native clergy and espe- 
cially the addition of one after an- 
other native bishop to the local 
hierarchy. 


Can We Match This? 


In his pages on Central Africa, 
Father Considine writes, “On my 
first morning at Kabgaye I began 
my Mass at daybeak in the dim, 
vaulted cathedral. When I turned 
toward the congregation for the 
first ‘Dominus vobiscum,’ I was 
astounded to discover that the sea 
of faces reached back literally to 
the very doors and hence totaled 
several thousand. As the Mass 
progressed, the congregational 
prayers aud singing dramatically 


essumed a mounting crescendo and | 


reached a climax at the Consecra- 
tion. For Holy Communion, it 
seemed that this entire sea of hu- 
manity surged toward the altar 
rail. We were four priests who dis- 
tributed Communion for 15 min- 
utes.” 

Most Americans probably have 
the impression that the only mis- 
sionary in Africa is Albert 
Schweitzer, the unquestionably ad- 
mirable man who is glorified as 
the authentic saint of our times 
probably because his combination 


of humanitarianism and radical) 


skepticism gratifies the contempor- 
ary spirit'’s yearning for heroism 
without the supernatural. 

Let them read Father Considine 
and they will learn, for the first 
time, of magnificent men and wo- 
men who, holding fast to the an- 
cient and. imperishable creed, per- 
form wonders of humanitarianism 
which dwarf Schweitzer’s. How 
many, for example, have heard of 
Bishop Anneau who established 1,- 
000 schools? Or of Father Huss 
who transformed the lives of in- 
numerable Bantus with his sweep- 
ing program of agricultural im- 
provement and the training of na- 
tive leadership? 

Finally, a word must be said of 
Father Considine’s chapters on 
South Africa, so often and so tra- 
gically in the news. His account 
of the composition of the com- 
munity and of its conflicts is most 
illuminating, and he gives us ex- 
act information on the Catholic 
position in the agonizing situation. 
With one unforgettable story he 
shows that the Faith, which knows 
no color lines, can make prejudice- 
dyed men see that such lines are 
but fictions. 


Hitler's Eclipse 


It is almost ten years since Hit- 
ler’s death, a tumultuous decade 
during which we have been so pre- 
occupied with fresh troubles and 
especially with the mortal threat 
which has risen over the earth 
from Moscow that we have all but 
forgotten the man once considered 
the personification of ultimate evil. 

For the thoughtful, however, 
Hitler is still a figure demanding 
study. And close attention is due 
his eclipse. He was a scourging 
judgment on a wayward world, but 
his defeat serves to remind us that 
wickedness ultimately loses out. 

Hitler’s end is photographically 
depicted in The Death of Hitler's 
Germany (Macmillan $4.50), writ- 
ten by George Blond and translat- 
ed by Frances Frenaye. The au- 
thor has read everything bearing 
on the final days of the Nazi Reich, 
has painstakingly compared 


available accounts, and has con- 
structed a crisp, connected narra- 
tive which puts vividly before the 
reader an intelligible and highly 
dramatic sequence of events spell- 
ing catastrophe. ; 

He begins with July 20, 1944, 
the date of the attempt, by a group 
of German officers, to assassinate 
the Fuehrer. Nazi forces were 
reeling back in the East, and in 
the West the Allied landings had 
been made. Germany was beaten, 
but something might be salvaged 
from the ruins if Hitler and Naz- 
ism could .be eliminated before 
total defeat. The attempt failed. 

From July 20, 1944, the book 
races toward the unconditional sur- 
render some nine months later, 
and it gathers up in one ordered 
picture all that intervened. 

This is not a work of imagina- 


tion, but of history. Yet it pulses 
as few novels do. Thus, one is 
fascinatedly present during the 


last hectic days in the air raid 
shelter, under inferno-like Berlin, 
where a white-haired, palsied Hit- 
ler was made to realize that all was 
lost and planned and effected his 
own extinction. 

Immediacy is one virtue of this 
unusual work. Another is objec- 
tivity. And a third is excellence 
of composition—and, one may add, 


} of translation. 


Rosary And Monks 


You. have probably heard the 
name Lady Godiva. Who hasn't? 
But very likely you don’t know 
that the will of Lady Godiva of 
Coventry, in the eleventh century, 
furnishes us “the first undoubted 
reference to a Christian rosary.” 
So we are told by J. G. Shaw, in 
The Story of the Rosary (Bruce. 
$3.25), the best book on the sub- 
ject which I have ever seen. 

Mr. Shaw has dug through pious 
fable down to the bedrock of his- 
tory, to give us the truth about 
this sacramental and devotion. The 
rosary idea is not unique to Chris- 
tianity, and the evolution of the 
rosary as we know it has been 
‘slow and curious. The assemb- 
|ling of all the elements which it 
‘now comprises was a centuries- 
long process, and tracing {ft out 
has something of ihe quality of a 
good detective story.

When England Was Merrie 
The Passing Of The Boy Bishop 


ee Catholic England — “Mary’s 
Bower,” as it was then called— 
the altar and choirboys of every 
church and chapel in the land used 
to convene each December 5 (the 
Eve of St. Nicholas) to elect “A 
Nicholas and his clerks”—i.e., a 
boy-bishop and his attendants. The 
“bishop” held office until Holy 
Innocents’, December 28, going 
about from place to place with his 
mitre and crozier, preaching, pre- 
siding at vespers, doing practically 
everything but conferring the sac- 
raments. Some of the boy-bishops 
even used to make parish visita- 
tions during their term of office. 
And should one of them die, he 
was buried with all the honors of 
a real bishop. 


On: December 27, little Nicholas 
and his court pontificated at first 
vespers of Holy Innocents’, while 
the canons and other dignitaries 
performed the more menial offices 
of lesser clerics — holding the 
books, the censer, the candle, etc. 
After the “bishop” had vested, he 
and his attendants marched in 
solemn procession to the high 
altar, all wearing rich vestments 
and carrying candles. On the way 
they sang the text from the 
Apocalypse referring to the 
144,000 whom St. John saw with 
the Lamb: “These were redeemed 
from among men, being the first 
fruits unto God and to the Lamb: 
and in their mouth was found no 

ile: for they are without fault 

fore the throne of God.” 

After Nicholas had incensed the 
altar, an anthem was sung and ves- 
pers was under way. The ceremony 
over, he blessed his congregation 
with the prayer: 

Crucis signo vos consigno; ves- 
tra sit tuitio, Qui nos emit et re- 
demit suae carnis pretio. “I 
mark you with the sign of the 
cross; may He protect you who

Sainte Nicolas, Sainte Catheryne, 
Sainte Clement, and Holy Innocen- 
tes, and such like, children be 
strangelye decked and apparelid to 
counterfaite priestes, byshoppes, 
-and women ... the kyng’s majestie 
willith and commaundeth that from 
henceforth all such Superstitions be 
loste and clyerlye exstinguished.” 


The zealous reformer obviously 
lacked a sense of humor, a feeling 
for tradition, and that appreciation 
of children’s. ways so necessary in 
the good Christian. 

And thus passed one more gra- 
cious custom from Mary’s England.
